The proposed increase in the 
city earnings tax was indorsed 
today by Archbishop Joseph E. 
Ritter and the Rev. Dr. O. Wal- 
ter Wagner, executive director of 
the Metropolitan Church Federa- 
tion of Greater St. Louis. 


St. Louisans will go to the polls 
next Tuesday to vote on the 
proposal, which requires a 60 per 
cent affirmative vote for adop- 
tion. 


‘Voters of the city have a civic 
obligation to inform themselves 
on the issues in next Tuesday’s 
election, and then vote accord- 
ing to their best judgment,” 
Archbishop Ritter said in a 
statement. He added: 


“To fully understand the ques- 
tion, they must realize that this 
is not simply an election for or 
_against a tax. Actually, our citi- 
zens are being given an oppor- 
tunity to express their opinion 
on an increased earnings tax as 
opposed to other taxes which 
have been enacted and will be 
collected if the earnings tax is 
not approved. 

“After weighing the eaqifity 
and soundness of the alternative 
tax proposals in the light of our 
people’s needs for essential serv- 
ices, I have concluded that the 
earnings tax offers the best solu- 
tion of our municipal problems.” 

County Resident. 

The Rev, Dr. Wagner, although 
a resident of St. Louis county, 
said his daily life was involved 
with the whole metropolitan area. 

“There are the simple involv- 
ments that most of us take for 
granted,” he said, “Like most 
St. Louisans, I use the City Art 
Museum octasionally and am 
grateful for its treasures and for 
this old World’s Fair building.

Contractors are denying quali- 
fied Negroes equal job opportu- 
nities on public construction 
projects, Joseph Clark, vice 
president of the Skilled Build- 
ing Mechanics Association, 
charged yesterday. 

Clark made the charge at a 
public hearing on alleged dis- 
criminatory employment prac- 
tices in the construction of the 
Wohl Recreation Center in Sher- 
man Park, 1515 North Kings- 
highway. 

The hearing was the first held 


‘by the St. Louis Fair Employ- 


ment Practices Commission 
since it was set up by the Board 
of Aldermen three years ago. 
Daniel Reardon, an attorney 
representing the Stephen Gor- 
man Bricklaying Co., and Vin- 
cent Flynn, an attorney who 
represented the Hercules Con- 
struction Co., said neither firm 
discriminated against Négroes. 
The two firms have contracts 
to build the recreational center. 


Cites Case of Negro. 

Flynn said the Hercules com- 
pany has a Negro employe who 
started as a laborer 15 years 
ago and has since become a 
carpenter. 

Clark addressed the commis- 
sion when spectators were in- 
vited to comment on specific in- 
stances of alleged discrimination 


the job status of the Negro em- 
ploye on the project, “he may 
never work as. a carpenter on 
another job.” 

“Contractors in collusion with 
some unions deny Negroes em- 
ployment and elevate those al- 
ready working merely to comply 
with city ordinances and make a 
good. case before the commis- 
sion,”’ Clark declared. 

The commission heard testi- 
mony by four job applicants 
who filed complaints against the 
Hercules and Gorman firms. 

They were Junis Cole, a brick- 
layer, of 1343A Elliot street;

Charles Fisher, a carpenter, 6 
Thornby place, and William

Fisher, president of the 
Skilled Building Mechanics As- 
sociation, an organization of 
Negro craftsmen, and Cole and 
Thompson said they had gone 
several times to the site of the 
Wohl pfoject and applied for 
jobs without results. 

They explained that this was 
‘the standard hiring procedure in 
the construction industry. 

Swanson said he also sought 
employment ‘at the Sherman 
Park project. Later he received 
a telegram from the Gorman 
Bricklaying Co. to report for 
work last Friday. By then, he 
said, he had found another job. 

Swanson, Cole and Thompson 
told the commission they were 
members of unions and had 
worked at their trades for sev- 
eral years. ‘Fisher said Thomp- 
son received a carpenter’s union 
card in Kentucky and not in St.

Pentagon Cutback in Missile 


$1,438,000,000 


Budget Director Tells Senate Unit of 
Slash in Nike-Hercules and Bomarc 
Programs. 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP)— 
The Pentagon's new cutback on 
Army and Air Force anti-aircraft 
missiles will -cut ~$1,438,000,000 
from planned missile spending 
over a period of years, Congress 
has been told. 

Budget Director Maurice H. 
Stans said that reduction would 
be offset partly by a $137,000,000 
increase for the Army’s Nike- 
Zeus, an anti-missile missile still 
being developed. 

Figures Stans gave to the Sen- 
ate’s defense preparedness sub- 
committee last month showed a 
$108,000,000 saving for the fiscal 
year which ended June 30, and 
another $81,000,000 in the current 
fiscal year. The rest of the cut 
will be spread over a period of 
four or five future years. 

The cutback will reduce the 
Army’s Nike-Hercules program 
by 15% battalions and Air Force 
Bomarc forces by 16 squadrons 
from the numbers originally 
planned. 

Both are anti-aircraft weapons.

TEST POLICING 


CALLED POSSIBLE 


East - West Scientists 
Tell of Satellites 
Packed With Detec- 


tion Devices. 


GENEVA, July 10 (AP)—An 
East-West group of scientists re- 
ported today that nuclear weap- 
ons tests at high altitudes and 
in outer space can be policed 
by a system of satellites packed 
with detection devices, 

The scientists, representing 
the United States; Britain and 
the’ Soviet Union, spent nearly 
three weeks reviewing all .the 
possible ways of controlling 
tests at altitudes more than 19 
miles above the earth. 

Their report was submitted 
today to the three-nation diplo- 
matic conference drafting a 
nuclear test bar. The diplo- 
matic conference now is ex- 
pected to fit the scientists’ con- 
clusions into the draft test bar 
treaty. 

The scientists said a group of 
five or six earth satellites main- 
tained in orbits ‘‘of several tens 
of thousands of kilometers’ 
could give complete surveillance 
of nuclear explosions in space. 

However, the maintenancé of 
satellites at such great altitudes 
is costly and difficult, the 
scientists said. For this reason, 
they recommended as an al- 
ternative a. system of six to 10 
satellites at altitudes of 300 to 
420 miles. 

The satellites would not cover 
explosions carried out behind 
the shelter of the sun or the 
moon away from the earth. To 
monitor such tests, the scien-

Previously the West proposed a 
subcommittee of 25 West Ger- 
mans and 10 from the Communist 
East, because West Germany’s 
population is more than three 
times that of the East.

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AFL-CIO URGES 
-OVERRIDING OF 
HOUSING VETO 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (UPT) 
~The AFL-CIO called on Con- 
gress today to override Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s veto of the 
housing bill. 

“The President’s rejection of 
this modest and moderate hous- 
ing program, essential to meet 
the needs of a rising population 
and to sustain stable ecomofhic 
growth is ill-conceived and ill- 
advised,” said AFL-CIO Presi- 
dent George Meany. 


In a letter to every member of 
the Senate, Meany disputed Mr. 
Eisenhower’s contention that the 
Democratic-sponsored measure 
was inflationary. 


“It is the severe housing short- 
ages now prevailing that drive 
up sales prices and rents to 
ever higher levels,” he said. 
*“Enactment of this housing bill 
would relieve the housing short- 
age and thereby reduce the in- 
flationary pressure of an inad- 
quate housing supply.” 


Congressional leaders think 
there is little chance that the 
veto can be overridden. 


Close Vote Predicted. 


Senate Democratic Leader 
Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas 
said late yesterday he expected 
the Senate to try to pass the bill 
over the veto, He predicted a 
close vote. 


He conceded that “‘there dre 
not the votes to,override it in| 
the House.” A two-thirds margin 
in both houses is necessary to 
override a presidential veto. 


Johnson indicated Democrats 
now were trying to, “work out 
some kind of agreement’ with 
Republicans on a housing bill that 
would be acceptable to Eisen- 
hower.” 

Meany said the President’s rec- 
ommendations for housing legis- 
lation ‘focused mainly on provid- 
ing additional homes for higher 
income families already well 
housed.” 

“The President completely ig- 
nores the needs of low-income 
families and the elderly for de- 
cent homes within their means 
and would deal a death blow to 
the urgently needed slum clear- 
ance and urban renewal pro- 
gram,” he said.

Housing and Foreign Aid 


By the Associated Press. 


Senate Democrats criticized Mr. 
Eisenhower yesterday for vetoing 
housing legislation while pressing 
for more foreign aid spending. 

Johnson told the Senate that 
eventually ‘‘the cloak of hypoc- 
risy is going to be torn from some 
of this propaganda.” 

“What's good for Burma ought 
to be good for the United States,”’ 
he said. 

The assistant Democratic lead- 
er, Senator Mike Mansfield of 
Montana, said Mr. Eisenhower 
was demanindg ‘‘every dime the 
Administration asks” for foreign 
aid and at the same time putting 
domestic needs on a basis of ‘‘not 
all or nothing but little or noth- 
ing.” 

Meanwhile, other Democrats 
continuéd to take potshots at 
their national chairman, Paul M. 
Butler, for his criticism of the 
Democratic leadership in Con- 
gress. Butler said on a tele- 
vision program last Sunday that 
the leaders were being too con- 
servative in their efforts to 
avoid presidential vetoes by ton- 
ing down legislation. 


Suggestion Renewed. 


Yesterday the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee renewed But- 
ler’s suggestion that the Demo- 
cratic-controlled Congress ‘‘put 
the onus on Eisenhower” instead 
of slashing national.programs to 
avoid his vetoes. 

The committee, in a statement 
issued under Butler’s name, said 
Democrats in Congress had co- 
operated with Mr. Eisenhower 
for two sessions in an effort to 
work out housing legislation. 
The result last Tuesday, it said, 
was: 

“A veto message in trems that 
seemed insulting to legislators 
who had striven arduously in a 
spirit of compromise — even, 
some would say, of retreat. 

“The veto message presaged 
similar treatment of other legis- 
lation for the common good, 
even when voted overwhelming- 
ly by Congress, unless it follows

There have been 55 other 
such persons over the nation who 
have suffered some degree of 
paralysis. 

Salk said manufacturers are 
mindful of the ‘problem and are 
striving to attain greater po- 
tency.

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FREE BARRACKS 
BRIDGE HINGES 
ON MORE FUNDS 


The Jefferson Barracks bridge 
cannot be made toll free until 
additional bridge revenues ac- 
cumulate, St. Louis County Su- 
pervisor James H. J. McNary 
said today. 

The additional revenues are 
needed, McNary told the Post- 
Dispatch, to pay operating costs 
and to make any improvements 
the State Highway Department 
may require as a condition for 
taking over the bridge. 

The bridge will become toll- 
free when the county turns it 
over to the state, McNary séid, 
adding that the transfer would 
be made some time after the 
additional revenue is collected. 
It could be by the end of this 
month, or sooner, but a precise 
time cannot yet be determined, 
he said. 

$67,000 in Expenses. 

The County Treasurer’s office 
reported that bridge revenues 
on deposit at the St. Louis Coun- 
ty National Bank in Clayton to- 
tal $35,692, but outstanding ex- 
penses amount to $67,000. 

These include $25,000 needed 
to raze the toll house, remove 
a truck scale and resurface 
some parts of the roadway; 
$23,000 in severance pay for 
bridge employes; $11,000 in taxes 
due the State of Illinois, and 
$8000 in salaries for bridge em- 
ployes for one month. 

Payment of severance benefits 
was voted by the County Coun- 
cil when it became apparent that 
the bridge would become toll 
free and the toll collectors 
would be left without work. 

The difference between the 
amount of money that has ac- 
cumulated to date and the 
amount needed to meet the ex- 
penses that have been incurred 
—almost $32,000—is the mini- 
mum required before tolls can 
be eliminated, McNary ex- 
plained. 

Should the state demand that 
the county make some improve- 
ments, such as painting the 
structure, before taking it over, 
a large accumulation of revenues 
would be needed, the supervisor 
said, 

He added, however, that the 
bridge was recently resurfaced 
and is in good condition. Mc- 
Nary previously had expressed 
the hope that it would become 
toll free in three to six months. 

Meeting With Illinois. 

McNary said State Highway 
Department officials have writ- 
ten him saying they were trying 
to arrange a meeting with Illi- 
nois highway officials as a first 
step in taking over the bridge. 
McNary had asked the~ two 
states to make an early inspec- 
tion of the bridge so they can 
assume control of it soon. 

A suit to enjoin the county 
from continuing toll collections 
is pending in circuit court at 
Clayton. It was filed by Jacob 


Kulich, a citizen and user of the 
bridge. 

The suit contends the county 
has enough money on hand to 
retire all outstanding revenue 
bonds, pay accrued interest and 
meet other expenses. 

The County Treasurer’s office 
said there is $489,731 on deposit 
at First National Bank in St. 
Louis to retire the remaining 
bonds and pay the interest due 
on them, The bonds mature in 
October, 1961. 

Construction of the $2,185,950 
bridge was authorized by Con- 
gress under legislation intro- 
duced in 1937. Once the tolls had 
paid off the bonds issued to fi- 
nance its construction, tolls were 
to cease.

When Khrushchev proposed 
plowing up the arid steppe 
around Karaganda he said that if 
he got three good crops in five, 
the project would be a success. 
In its first five years only one 
crop was a serious failure, with 
three good crops and one fair 


one. 

When I left the Soviet Union 
in 1946, Kazakhstan was still 
largely a barren steppe inhabi- 
ted by 6,000,000 former nomads 
only recently settled on collec- 
tive- farms. Notorious for its 
deserts, its 60-mile an hour 
winds, its 50-foot snow drifts 
and its convict-worked coal 
mines, it was in Stalin’s day a 
place of exile for political unde- 
sirables. 

Convict Camps Gone. 


Today the convict camps have 
disappeared. The population has 
increased by 50 per cent, in- 
cluding 2,000,000 new settlers 
from all over the Soviet Union. 
Its virgin lands have been plowed 
into productive wheat land and 
in spots excavated to“bare the 
rich mineral deposits geologists 
have discovered in the last ten 
years, This year, Kazakh officials 
told me confidently, they are ex- 
pecting a harvest of half a bil- 
lion bushels of grain from Ka- 
zakhstan alone. 

At the Viktorov State Farm 
which I visited in nothern Ka- 
zakhstan, some 600 farmers are 
cultivating more than 100,000 
acres of wheat—with modern 
machinery including 160 large 
tractors. 

Mikhailov, the farm’s director 
explained that he had driven 
the first stake on the naked 
prairie in early 1955. Since then 
scores of workers’ cottages, ma- 
chine shops, granaries, a hos- 
pital, a canteen and a cafeteria, 
and even a child’s day nursery 
have gone'up. Still to be in-

stalled are running water and 
sewers. 

Labor has been Mikhailov’s 
greatest headache. In his first 
year, the Young Communist 
League sent him hundreds of 
boys and girls whom it had in- 
duced to migrate to the new 
lands. ‘Most were totally inex- 
perienced in farming and nearly 
half found the windswept plains 
so uncongenial that they returned 
home. Since then recruiters have 
sought young married couples 
and the labor turnover has de- 
clined. Even today, however, 
women outnumber the men. 

Green Fields. 


_As Mikhailov showed me over 

green fields stretching as far as 
the eye could see, he said he 
expects to harvest 19 bushels to 
the acre: Though some of his 
fields look sparse, others have 
a dense and healthy stand. 


While the soil of the virgin 
lands is rich and there is con- 


siderable snow in winter, spring 
and summer rains are light and 
unreliable. At the Viktorov Farm 
around 10 to 12 inches is con- 
sidered average. For this reason, 
when Khrushchev announced his 
plan: to plow the prairie, many 
people abroad said he was cre- 
ating another giant dust bowl. 
Soviet scientists and agricul- 
tural experts, however, have 
made a thorough study of the 
problem. They have carefully 
examined areas in Canada and 
the United States with similar 
climatic and soil conditions. Spe- 
cial commissions of experts 
have analyzed the soil to deter- 
mine which lands to plow and 
which to leave in grass.

Bonn Seeks to Have Conference 
Strive for All-German Accord 


Objections to Concentrating on Berlin 
Alone to Be Voiced by Brentano When 
Geneva Talks Reopen.

W EST GERMANY will seek to have the foreign ministers” con- 


ference, which résumes in 


Geneva on Monday, turn away 


from the search for an isolated Berlin settlement to consid- 
eration of the German problem as a whole. 


The effort is to be made, it 
has been decided by Chancellor 
Adenauer and Foreign Minister 
Heinrich von Brentano, even 
though there is no serious hope 
here that the second phase of 
the conference will be any more 
successful than the first. 

West Germany’s misgivings 
about concentrating on the Ber- 
lin problem alone, as the for- 
eign ministers did during the 
last half o* the conference's first 
phase, will probably be ex-| 
pressed by Brentano when he 
meets with the other western 
ministers in Geneva Sunday 
night. 

But Adenauer has made clear 
in private talks that he is not 
prepared to consider new con- 
cessions for Soviet agreement to 
start serious negotiations on 
Germany’s reunification. 

Calls for Seating Reds. 

The Germans have reverted to 
the idea of the Big Four—the 
Soviet Union, Britain, France 
and the United States—establish- 
ing a commission to sit more or 
less permanently on the Ger- 
man question. The Government 
here would be willing to seat 
representatives in an organiza- 
tion with the East German Com- 
munists that would act as an ad- 
visory group to the Big Four 
commission. 

The Russians have rejected 
every suggestion for such a four- 
power commission and Bonn 
knows of no basis for believing 
they will suddenly change their 
minds. But the Government 
here has been under pressure to 
keep alive the idea, which orig- 
inated in an unanimous resolu- 
tioh of West Germany’s Parlia- 
ment last year. 

Since the end of the first phase 
of the Geneva conference there 


has been considerable criticism 
from both the parliamentary for- 
eign &ffairs committee and May- 
or Willy Brandt of West Berlin 
of the idea of an isolated Ber- 
lin solution. 
Criticism by Brandt. 
Mayor Brandt hfs said that a 
Berlin solution separated from 
the German question as a whole 
and European security would be 
a “senseless pseudo solution.” 
Because of this, he has told fed- 
eral leaders, the second phase of 
the conference should be ‘‘de- 
Berlinized.” His ideas have 
found considerable support in 
the parliamentary foreign af- 
fairs committeee. ony 


These are some of the factors 
behind the instructions Bren- 
tano will carry to Geneva to try 
to reopen the German problem, 
as distinct from the Berlin prob- 
lem. 


As an alternative to a four- 
power commission West Ger- 
many will seek to have the West 
submit again its proposal for 
an all-German commission com- 
posed of representatives from 
both West and East Germany. 


But Adenauer has been ada- 
mant in refusing to consider any 
change in the representational 
ratid proposed by the West—25 
West Germans to 10 East Ger- 
mans. It took considerable ar- 
gument on the part of the United : 
States to convince him to agree 
to less than 3-to-1, the popula- 
tion ratio of the two German 
states. 


Adenauer, according to recent 
visitors to the Chancellery, will 
not consider going beyond this 
no matter how often or how 
threateningly the Russians de- 
mand parity for the East Ger- 
mans.

Tuesday’s earnings tax election gives St. 
Louisans an opportunity to: | 


(1) enlist the support of non-residents 
in helping to balance this year’s budget 
and in putting long-term city finances on 
a sound footing; 

' (2) improve ‘the fairness and broaden 
the base of the municipal revenue system. 


Both objectives can be achieved if three- 
fifths of those who go to the polls mark their 
ballots with an X next to the YES. The one 
per cent earnings tax rate that would be in 
effect the remainder of this year would yield 
almost exactly the amount—$4,500,000—nec- 
essary to balance the municipal budget and 
to maintain city services at their present level. 

The $10,000,000 new revenue that the. tax 
would yield over a full 12 months next year 
would permit the Aldermen to lower some of 
the city’s present taxes—those on property, 
or nuisance levies on gasoline and cigarettes. 
Or the Aldermen could provide for depend- 
ency exemptions from the earnings tax it- 
self, as has been urged by the AFL-CIO St. 
Louis Labor’Council, which for the first time 
has indorsed the tax proposal,

Mayor Tucker and the members of the 
Board of Estimate, including the Mayor, 
Comptroller Poelker and Aldermanic Pregi- 
dent Cervantes, have promised that some re- 
lief of this sort will be possible in the fiscal 
year beginning next April. Whatever form this 
relief may take will tend to improve the fair- 
ness of the city’s revenue system. 

A one per cent earnings tax would mean 
that something like one-third, instead of one- 
sixth, of the municipal budget will be financed 
by a levy directly related to individual in- 
come, and distributed among all who earn 
their living in the city, wheréver they may 
reside. The necessary support of public serv- 
ices thus will be broadly based, as it should be. 

None of these gains will be possible if the 
earnings tax proposal is defeated. If that 
happens, the $4,500,000 necessary to balance 
the budget will be produced from four other 
sources: a 7-cent rise in the tax on property, 
a 75-cent increase in merchants and manu- 
facturers sales levy, a %-cent jump in the 
gasoline tax and a new $8 annual fee per 
household for rubbish collection.

These levies have already passed the Board 
of Aldermen and will go into effect auto- 
matically on Aug. 1 unless the higher earn- 
ings tax is approved, in which case they are 
automatically repealed. 

So the choice for St. Louisans is not be- 
tween an earnings tax or no tax. It is be- 
tween the earnings tax, a third of which is 
paid by non-residents who work in the city, 
and the alternative package of pronerty-sales- 
gasoline-rubbish levies, which will be paid by 
St. Louisans alone. 

Nor can the choice be avoided by unthink- 
ing talk to the effect that “if they would only 
cut out all that extravagance at the City Hall, 
we wouldn’t need any tax increase.” The city 
budget has been studied and studied again, 
and no responsible public official has found 
ways to slash it without slashing essential 
public services. 

Data gathered by the Governmental Re- 
search Institute show that the St. Louis city 
government is one of the most frugally oper- 
ated in the country. Among the eight largest 
cities with comparable situations, St. Louis 
ranks seventh from the top in per capita 
cost of local government. 

The choice must be faced. We believe city 
voters with a clear eye to their community's 
welfare would be wise to turn in an over- 
whelming Yes vote on Tuesday. 


The Need for a New Airport 


The pressing need for a secondary airport 
to serve the St. Louis metropolitan area was 
brought home to the County Supervisor and 
members of the County Council at a confer- 
ence Tuesday. The problem has been pre- 
sented before. As time passes it is becoming 
more and more apparent that an answer 
must be found. 

Although Lambert-St. Louis Field is well 
equipped for handling jet traffic, it is so close 
to the saturation point that a second field to 
handle company and small private planes 
should be under construction now. 

Last October the Federal Airport Use Panel 
in a unanimous report called on “the appro- 
priate political subdivisions” in St. Louis and 
St. Louis county to initiate plans at once for 
more facilities “including at least one addi- 
tional all-weather airport.” At the conference 
Tuesday, an FAA engineer said federal plans 
now recognized the need for three new air- 
ports in the St. Louis area. Isn’t there a 
way to provide at least one? Is Lambert 
Field, representing an investment of at least 
$25,000,000, to slide into a decline just for 
lack of a secondary field which could be built 
for approximately $3,000,000? 

The time has come for the County Council 
to begin making plans instead of filing away 
conference findings. The greater the delay 
in buying a site for the secondary field, the 
higher the cost is going to be. 


NATO and French Prestige 


President De Gaulle has reduced France to 
second-class membership in NATO in forcing 
the United States to transfer 200 atom- 
bombers to Britain and Germany by his 
refusal to permit. the storage of nuclear war- 
heads on French territory. Indeed, since most 
of the French Army is in North Africa and the 
French Mediterranean fleet has been with- 
drawn from NATO command, Paris has all 
but pulled out of the mutual defense alliance. 

Discreet questions already have been raised 
in the rubber-stamp French National Assem- 
bly as to the effect of this on French security. 
They are pertinent questions, even though De 
Gaulle in Madagascar may not deign to an- 


swer them. France has not been strengthened. ° 


De Gaulle’s reasons are clear enough. His 
conception of French power does not permit 
command of French military units by any 
but Frenchmen. His national pride ignores 
the necessity of a supreme commander over 
forces which may have to go into action in- 
stanitly for the protection of all members of 
the-alliance. Yet he should realize that this 
does not disparage French sovereignty. 

De Gaulle’s other reason is his desire to 
have France in the exclusive “nuclear club.” 
He not only demands nuclear information 
which United States law forbids our Govern- 
ment to share, but wants French national con- 
trol of nuclear warheads which other allies 
‘are willing to leave in NATO’s control.

“giveaway,” and when the President rejected 
a domestic welfare program he made it more 
difficult for Senators to explain to their con- 
stituents a favorable vote on foreign aid. 


There were a number of factors in the un- 
usual 52-to-41 vote by which the Senate 
slashed $300,000,000 from the $1,600,000,000 
Mr. Eisenhower requested for military aid. 
The reduction .had the support of 40 Demo- 
crats and 12 Republicans; it was opposed by 
19 Democrats and 22 Republicans. In addi- 
tion to Senatorial pique over the Chief Execu- 
tive’s use of the veto, some Senators have 
been concerned about the continued emphasis 
on military as opposed to economic aid, and 
others wanted to repay Mr. Eisenhower for 
his part in blocking the proposal for a five- 
year five-billion-dollar program of economic 
development loans to be financed by borrow- 
ing from the Treasury. This was sponsored by 
the influential Foreign Relations Committee. 

The long-range program was rejected by 
the Senate in favor of an administration- 
backed two-year two-billion-dollar program 
to be financed by Congressional appropria- 
tions. This brought the comment from Sena- 
tor Aiken, Vermont Republican who usually 
supports the President, that Mr. Eisenhower 
was inviting cuts in his foreign aid program 
by “pulling the rug from under its strongest 
supporters.” Chairman Fulbright of the For- 
eign Relations Committee said the action 
“cut the heart out of foreign aid.” 

Fulbright has rightly contended that only 
through a long-range plan not subject te an- 
nual arbitrary cuts by appropriations commit- 
tees can a worthwhile loan program for un- 
derdeveloped nations be assured.

Mr. Eisenhower, backed by 
the recommendations of the Draper Commit- 
tee, may hold out for additional military 
funds, but he will have a difficult time get- 
ting them under present circumstances. The 
veto can cut both ways.

Opportunity at Cahokia Park 

A feature article in the Post-Dispatch 
Everyday Magazine recently told of new exca- 
vations in the vicinity of Cahokia Mounds 
State Park, between East St. Louis and Col- 
linsville, on Highways 40 and 66. Dr. Joseph 


R. Caldwell of the Illinois State Museum and 


several amateur archeologists have been 
tracing successive eras of mound building, 
probably frdém about 1000 A.D. to 1400. 

Scientists have speculated for years on the 
secrets of these ‘great man-made earthen 
structures, bat they remain still largely mys- 
teries. The builders were pre-Columbian. 
The best thinking about them now is that 
they were the ancestors of the Indian tribes 
found in the Mississippi Valley by the first 
white explorers. Yet precious little is known 
of these strange peoples, their lives and moti- 
vations. They had to be deeply moved to 
build in one group some 85 mounds, inelud- 
ing the world-famous Cahokia or Monks’ 
Mound, 100 feet high and covering 16 acres, 
a larger area than that of the pyramid of 
Cheops on the Nile. . 

The recent death of James Ramey, last of 
a pioneer Madison county farm family, pre- 
sents an opportunity for the State of Illinois 
to add substantially to the present park with 
its 12 mounds. When the Ramey family sold 
the park area to the state in the 1920s, it kept 
some of the richest land, archeologically 
speaking. There is danger now that some 80 
acres east of the park, including valuable low 
mounds and burial grounds, will be subdi- 
vided and covered over with small wooden 


houses and cottages. That would be a serious - 


misfortune. The land ongs in the state 
park. Now is the time to lay plans to pre- 
serve it. ’ 

The two State Senators and six Representa- 
tives from Madison and St. Clair counties 
surely will need only to inform themselves 
about this opportunity before they go into 
action.

66, as can be seen from the portions 
of it already invaded and laid waste. 


The billboard industry also was nota- 


« bly successful in scuttling a bill before 


the Missouri Legislature that would 
have restricted signs, and would have 
brought us that $3,000,000 in 10 years, 
and preserved some of our scenery. 


The billboard people, upholding the 
sacred right of a landowner to lease 
space to them, argue that this is a 
private matter, and that the public has 
no legitimate challenge to their ar- 
rangements. They have cowed a lot 
of objectors with this contention, but 
it is the most easily demolished of 


_ them all. Let’s demolish it. 


Did they want to put up a billboard 
in the southeast corner of Farmer 
Brown's north 40 before a new high- 
way was put there? It is the highway 
that gives this pasture its sudden im- 
portance as a communications medi- 
um.

The Democrats’ Real Chance 


WASHINGTON. 


E HAVE BEEN SEEING ONCE AGAIN that this country 

cannot be governed from the other end of Pennsylvania ave- 

nue, that is to say from Congress. The Democrats have big 
majorities in both Houses but they cannot mobilize them to impose 
a positive program on the President. 


They. can deny him what he 
asks, and he can deny them 
what they want. But the center 
of authority cannot be moved 
from the White 
House_to the 
Capitol. This 
being a presi- 
dential system 
of government, 
only the Presi- 
dent can gov- 
ern. The Con- 
gress can op- 
pose him, it can 
obstruct him, 
and it can stop 
him from gov- 
erning. That is why congress- 
ional government, as Woodrow 
Wilson said in his book 75 years 
ago, is bad government. The 
Congress cannot take the place 
of the President in order to 
govern instead of him. 

At bottom this is, as I under- 
stand it, the reason why Senator 
Lyndon Johnson defers to the 
President so much on bills deal- 
ing with expenditures. The Dem- 
ocrats with all their majority 
cannot compel the President to 
spend more than he is willling to 
spend. 


Responsible Leadership. 

They could compel him to 
spend less. But they cannot 
compel him to spend more. For 
spending is a positive act of 
governing and Congress cannot 
itself govern. 

If, therefore, Congress votes 
money bills that the President 
vetoes, and if neither then yields 
to the other, there is a deadlock 
of mutual obstruction which in 
the field covered by the bill 
brings the government to a 
standstill. 

A responsible party leadership 
will not, in Senator Johnson’s 
philosophy, bring the govern- 
ment to a standstill. 

The Democratic critics of 
Senator Johnson’s leadership 
are, at least most of them, 
aware that these are the facts 
of life. They know that in the 
housing bill, for example, they 
cannot compel the President to 
spend more than he is willing to 
spend. 

Critics’ Proposal. 

They know, too, that in the 
final showdown they will have to 
choose between letting the Pres- 
ident have the smaller bill 
which he wants and getting no 
housing bill at all. 

What then would the critics 
have Senator Johnson do? They, 
say they would have him use tht 
Democratic majority to pass 
bills that they believe in, and 
then to let the President veto 
them, and, having made this 
demonstration for the record, to 
accept the President’s half-loaf 
rather than no bread at all. 

It is insincere and unconvinc- 
ing in a time of boom like the 
present to enact a bill to spend 
more money unless it is accom- 
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panied by a bill to raise more 
taxes. ‘If the tactic is insincere 
and also unconvincing it is sure- 
ly not good politics, and Senator 
ee has been right to avoid 
Be 

But is that all? I think not. 
Senator Johnson’s critics surely 
are not wholly wrong in their 
feelings that somehow a Demo- 
cratic congress should be doing 
something of its own besides 
choosing between obstructing 
the President or giving in to 
oy What could that something 


Big Decade Ahead. 

It would be to prepare public 
opinion for the future, which is 
not yet here but is near at hand. 
It would be to prepare public 
opinion for the decade of the 
sixties which, assuming that 
there is no war, is bound to be 
an era of great innovation and 
development of our public ac- 
tivities. 

For it is inconceivable, to cite 
a few examples, that a country 
which can spend what we spend 
on luxuries should tolerate much 
longer the shameful neglect and 
starvation of public education. 
It is inconceivable that this 
country will put up with inade- 
quate medical care, with blight- 
ed areas in its big cities, with 
the pollution of the air and of 
water, with inadequate airports 
and failing railroads. 

The public facilities of this 
country are not keeping up with 
the growth of the population, 
the congestion in the cities, and 
the rising standards of private 
life. 

It is as sure as anything of 
this sort can be that in the 
decade of the sixties there will 
be a great modernization and 
expansion of public facilities. 
Preparing the People. 

Without doubt, this will re- 
quire more taxes out of a more 
rapidly growing economy. 

It is here that Senator John- 
son and the congressional leader- 
ship are missing the bus and 
are failing to hold the confidence 
of the new generation of Demo- 
crats in Congress and in the 
country. Not only do they ac- 
commodate themselves to the 
Old Guard Republicans on the 
spending bills, which is in the 
circumstances correct, but they 
give the effect of thinking and 
talking like the Old Guard Re- 
publicans which is a pity. 

For while the Democrats in 
Congress cannot. and should not 
try to, govern the country they 
can and they should be leading 
and teaching the people to realize 
what the future is going to be 
like.

OBERLIN, 0O., July 10 (AP)—

of the United Church of Christ. 

A proposed resolution, intro- 
duced by the Rev. Dr. Albert 
Buckner Coe of Boston, de- 
clared:

the assumption that ‘‘no violent 
solution exists.”’ It said: 


“‘We reject the false alterna- 
tives into which responsible 
statesmen would imprison ws 
when they say the Western pow- 
ers must, in the last analysis, 
wage war for the freedom of 
West Berlin or sacrifice it 
through appeasement.” 


The move came after dele- 
gates, representing the Evan- 
gelical and Reformed church 
and Congregational Christian 
churches, had finished work on 
documents to advance their 
historic union.

3. “Even in the South, Senators 
Albert Gore of Tennessee and 
Ralph Yarborough of Texas, both 
moderates, were elected over 
opponents committed to de 
fiance’”’ of the Supreme Court, 

4. “The closing of schools in 
Little Rock and in three Virginia 
cities to avert desegregation fur- 
thers alienated the support of 
those who valued public educa- 
tion above provincial prejudice.” 

5. “The bombing of schools, 
churches and synagogues turned 
public opinion against the seg- 
regationist extremists.” 

The report said membership 
climbed to 334,543 in 1958, after 
dropping to 312,277 in 1957.

Herter was cautious through- 
out the 40-minute session with 
reporters.

While agreement at the for- 
eign ministers’ level on an 
agenda to be discussed by the 
heads of government at a sum- 
mit meeting w@uld not be sguf- 
ficient progress, according to 
Herter, he did not rule out the 
possibility that an understanding 
on Berlin plus an agenda would 
make a summii meeting pos- 
sibje. 

Dressed in a light summer 
suit and with a red bow tie 
Herter faced a packed State 
Department auditorium for his 
first public appearance before 
the press. His associates say he 
has been acutely conscious of 
the skill of John Foster Dulles 
in meeting with the press and 
therefore hesitant about subject. 
ing himself to a comparison wit 
the late Secretary. At the out- 
set he said he wanted to hold 
as many press conferences as 
possible when he was in the 
country. 

He walked in on the special 
canes he uses because of his 
crippling arthritis and half 
stood, half sat on a stool during 
the conference. 

Denies Rift Among Allies. 

Herter departs tomorrow for 
Geneva. He said he would meet 
on Sunday with the foreign min- 
isters of France, Britain, and 
Germany to make sure the west- 
ern position was co-ordinated. He 
rejected suggestions that differ- 
ences within the West, and par- 
ticularly between France and its 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion partners, threatened the 
unity that he insisted had pre- 
vailed during the prior six weeks 
of talks at Geneva.

“Our patients are like little islands, each one to .

‘ “Volunteers do a service we couldn't provide,” says Dr. 
* Lester Drubin, hospital manager. ‘They get no pay, no re- 
' ward. From the mentally ill they often don’t even get a 
thank-you.” 

Volunteers do not agree that they get no reward. 

“This work at the hospital has done more for me than 
I’ve done for the hospital,” says Mrs. Schlenk. 


“You go on for weeks and don’t make an impression,” 
says Mrs. J. Throdahl, ‘‘and then suddenly someone shows 
a complete change, as if a light were switched on inside, and 
that makes all the weeks and weeks of work worth while.”

* Dear Dr. Molner: , 

, MY FATHER WAS in a state mental hospital. He was 
schizophrenic. The doctors assured my mother that it was not 
hereditary, and that it probably was caused by a blow on 
the head when he was 17 years old. However, my mother 
can’t speak English very well and I wonder whether she 
really understood what they said. 

“My questions are: ‘‘Was it possible for a blow on the 
head to have caused it? If it is hereditary, wouldn’t it show 
by now? There are six of us children and the youngest is 
over 27, 

I have read articles about schizophrenics having a cer- 
tain chemical in their blood. Could it be in ours? —J.A. 

ON YOUR FIRST question, there is no evidence what- 
ever that schizophrenia (which is the commonest of all 
serious mental diseases) ever can result from a head injury. 
It would be my guess that your mother (as you suspect) mis- 
understood what was told to her. 

As to heredity—well, I can’t speak so positively but I will 
say that there has been a great deal of study about it. 

‘It may well be that some people, because of heredity, 
are more sensitive to emotional upsets. Indeed, I would be in- 

’ clined to think this is probably true. 

But at the same time, it is quite usual, when a 
ease of schizophrenia is investigated, to find that the 
person has yndergone emotional strains and stresses, 
and it is certainly uncommon to find the opposite to

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Dean Martin--Golf ‘Bum’ Who Came Back Bridge 


Wife Walked Out Until He Proved He Could Buckle Down, Be a Star on His Own

the $2,000,000-a-year team of 
Martin and Lewis, world-famous 
as comedians. But to all intents 
and purposes, he couldn’t care 


’ Jess. He had a beautiful wife 


and seven fine children, He 
loved them immensely. But, who 
could tell it? Dean was on the 
golf course from 7 in the morn- 
ing until 7 at night every day 
that he didn’t actually have to be 
on-stage with Jerry Lewis. 

So what happened? Jeanne 
picked up the kids and walked 
out. Jerry split the team with a 
crash that was heard around the 
world and whose echoing rever- 
berations still make good news 
copy. 

At 40, Dean was left with only 
his golf sticks. 

Hollywood personalities are 
usually so fragile that a double 
shock such as this can mean the 
end of a career. It didn’t hap- 
pen that way with Dean Martin. 
First of all, contrary to Holly- 
wood custom, he went out and 
won back his family, rebuilding 
one of the happier marriages to 
be found in the village. 

Next, he went out and built a 
solo reputation. The lackadaisi- 
cal golf bum of two years ago 
has become one of the most 
unique personalities in the en- 
tertainment world—an ad libbing 
comedian who has given the 
night clubs a fancy whirl; a 
movie star at home in either 
comedy or dramatic roles; a 
maker of hit records; and a TV 
artist who specializes in glitter- 
ing $pectaculars. , 

But, you have to go back two 
years to get the real background 
for this metamorphosis of a 
man. 

In those days, the comedy 
team of Martin and Lewis was 
riding high, in popularity and in 
cash receipts from this popu- 
larity. If the general public 
didn’t know that it was a one- 
man show offstage, those in show 
business who had to handle the 
team were very well aware of it. 

Jerry Lewis did all the negoti- 
ating. Dean Martin just played 
golf. Jerry attended all the 
meetings at Music Corporation 
of America, NBC and Para- 
mount. He set up the deals, 
worked out the acts, sat in at 
the. script conferences, even 
made sure that Dean showed up 
with a copy of his lines when 
time came for filming. Martin 
could be reached on the golf 
course any time. 

At home, Jeanne now reports, 
Dean was gone before breakfast 
and home just in time for din- 
ner. Many evenings found him 
working with a putter on the 
living room rug. The Martins 
seldom went out or had visitors. 

In a way, it was no wonder 
that both Jeanne, and Jerry blew 
up and walked out at about the 
same time. They were both fed 


up. , 

On the other hand, if you look 
at Dean from a_ psychiatric 
viewpoint—and who looks* at 
whom otherwise, these days— 
you find quite a few answers too. 

Let’s look at the business side, 
first. 

The Martin-Lewis split re- 
sulted from a clash of. personali- 
ties—the young, frenetic Lewis 
rebelling against the older, easy- 
going Martin. The two enter- 
tainers who worked so well to- 
gether in their entertainment 
media were complete opposites 
in private life. ‘ 

Lewis felt he was carrying the 
load alone. Easy-going as he was, 
Martin resented the fact that 
everyone regarded him merely 
as Lewis’ foil, as the straight- 
man in Jerry’s act, even though 
the duo was billed as Martin and 
Lewis. 

_ By nature, Martin is no fight- 


er, Besides, when an act books

He married 
beautiful Jeanne Biegger, a 
model, They have had three chil- 
dren. Martin gave them every- 
thing they wanted, but, like his 
job, he surrounded his home 
with planned ennui. 


At the studio, he asked that 
his lines be kept simple and that 
he be written out of as much of 
each picture as possible. At 
home, he lived a vacuous rou- 
tine. Like a monk retired to the 
desert, he made his daily pil- 
grimages to the quietude of the 
golf course. - 


Jeanne and Jerry, though they 
disliked each other very deter- 
minedly, worked in ignorance 
of one another but in complete 
harmony to break this way of 
life. Each did it dramatically. 

Martin, the light-hearted co- 
median, suddenly found himself 
the heavy in these two highly 
publicized break-ups. The change 
of roles, plus the shock, bounced 
him out of his self-wrapped co- 
coon. 


He gathered his family to him- 
self once again, his right Band 
raised in‘a vow against golf. He 
became a doting husband, a 
father who bought his family 
a ranch in the San Fernando 
Valley to make his marriage 
‘stick real good.” 

It didn’t appear that the ren- 
aissance would be so easy in 
the business world: The con- 
sensus, after the Lewis break, 
was: 

“Add everything up and.the 
smart money says Martin can 
only go downhill as an enter- 
tainment figure.” 


Dean fooled them all. 

His first hurdle was an’ en- 
gagement at the Sands Hotel in 
Las Vegas. This also served to 
show how much talent Dean 
really has. For instance, the 
usual cost of writing a show for

Vegas is $25,000. Dean scribbled 
a few notes on the back of an 
envelope and went on. A few 
songs, a lot of comedy — plus 
that new-found persondlity—and 
he had come through with fly- 
ing colors. 

Then he tackled the movies, 
solo. His fir&t film, ‘‘10,000 Bed- 
rooms,” didn’t receive any rave 
notices. But his second, “The 
Young Lions,” in which he co- 
starred with Marion Brando and 


Montgomery Clift, won recogni- | - 


tion for Dean. 


Also in the headlines at this 
time was Jerry Lewis with his 
biting. remarks about Dean. 
Dean didn’t answer back until 
Jerry Lewis tossed a few ip- 
sults at Jeanne Martin. Then he 
diagnosed Jerry’s problem as 
“trying to be Jackie Gleason 
and Charlie Chaplin.”

‘Russian Women and Peace 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


HYDE PARK, July 10. 

THERE WAS A BRIEF NEWS 
DISPATCH recently saying that 
Mrs. Khrushchev would accom- 
pany her husband on a trip to 
the Scandinavian countries, and 
this small notice brought me a 
suggestion from a woman who 


_lives in Bronxville, N.Y. She 


writes: 

“Perhaps it will fall to the 
women of the world to be the 
successful architects of world 
peace. Now that Mrs. Khrush- 
chev and many of her country 
women are visiting the West 
and are receiving visits from 
women from all over the world 
within their borders, may we 
not hear expressions through 
their newspapers and magazines 
of their thoughts on world 
peace, their suggestions and pro- 
posals for practical peaceful co- 
existence ??’ 

Yesterday I visited the Rus- 
sian exhibition at the Coliseum 
in New York City. And as one 
comes to the head of the middle 
escalators one is confronted 
with two statements to the ef- 
fect- that the Russians want 
peace and coexistence with peo- 
ple of different political ideas. 


Now this is good propaganda 
and undoubtedly true if the 
different ideas would not in 
any way disturb the Russian 
premise that eventually (and 
before too long, they think) 
the world will be a Commu- 
nist world. 


And it Is my feeling that the 
American woman visiting in 
Russia who hopes to hear some 
really practical suggestions com- 
ing from the Soviet women is 
apt to discover that the Russians 
cannot deviate very much from 
the lines laid down by Mr. 
Khrushchev. If they do deviate 
at all they mast be very general 
in their statements. 


Mr. Khrushchev says _ the 
Russians want peace, so every 
Russian woman will repeat that. 
But the Soviets will‘not pinpoint 
how this is to be achieved, nor 
will they give up anything to be 
able to achieve it. 


To get any concrete results we 
have to go through months and 
months of negotiation, by slowly 
working out one point after 
another until some kind of agree- 
ment can be reached. 

I look for no quick results in 
any dealings with any Russians, 
but I do sincerely hope that we 
will keep on talking with the
